The eite of the springs, of which there are 
morethin a huadred in oll, is ia the centre of 
the valley, on a cirealar plateau, raleed perhaps 
fifteen fees above the eur.oucdiog surface, 
c.vered all up ite steep bark and outer clroum- 
ference with pretty ehrndbery and a growth of 
luxurisat grees, Lbe level curface having growing 
on |: forest trees of larger girth and greater alu- 
tude than any we bad ceen in Peru. 

Awong the great trees, eo scattered that the 
gurface beneath end between them presented « 
ourpet of greee beautifully green, tbe springs 
were distributed promise.ouly, some «qrtet Ai 
very enrfaced pools, colored with meguesia; 
oihere, pure—troneparent ae ether and cold ne 
iet—more budbling end boiling at a tempera- 
ture of two hundred and thirty degrees; one of 
theese ho''evs baving ite position perhaps within 
& few yarde of an ico cold foantaia, while in two 
instances we fornd greet boiling pote ibat bub- 
oled aud fxzod fusiously, puMog hse asthmatic 
high preseure gteam ¢ogines, situated be! ween 
springs of clear, cold, |mwpid water, as pure ae 
water ever was. 

Some of the fountains were so thorovgbly 
chalyb-ate that they were literally liquid iron, 
Othera, both bot und co'd, boiling and quiescent, 
contained aluin, several were etropgly impreg- 
pated with eu pur; whi'e others were almoet os 
white es milk, with a solution of lime and soda, 
Mony of the apripge were miulature fountains 
vhat @ broad-brimmed sombrero would almoct 
oover, while othera were four, five, and a few cs 
mrch ae six yards in dlamcter—every une, great 
and ema!) overflowing and cencing streame of 
vericue dimenetona in ji:tle eccentric channels, 
winding outward among the great trees, till 
reaching the circumference of the plateau, eome- 
tines tingly, in other instances several united in 
oue, tickled, cashed aod fretted in tiny casosdee 
down the abrupt elope, msking with the green 
outer circle, the great branching trees and bub- 
bling fountains Cistributed among them, a pic 
ture at singular and withal as beautiful in ite 
way a4 ene cam find in any country.

Lidive—tn my former letter to you I trust 
that the lack of phveiesl culture smong our wo- 
wen was made apparent. Now for the reasons 
for thia. Firet among the causes stat d; the leck 
of wuscular development. And why thie want? 
Simply beosuse masoles, like minds, are de- 
veloped by wee br agivity, Women, ith tan- 
guid air and deepondent tone, may, “ We have 
BO strength.” Aud why? Beoauee thew have 
not werked acd earned it, That is, they have 
not worked in the way which makes muscular 
tieeue, American women, a: & class, are not in- 
@olent, but very actlew, whtie much of their time 
ie given to thoes pureuite whic) «xeite ard ex 
beust the pervous #y: tem, but do not develope 
mtrcular power. Little as we think of cur four 
bundred and fifty muscles, they really fo: m the 
larger part of the hamen frame, save in those 
burdened with an excess of adipose tirerr 

Now, if we permit these four buncred and 
fifty muscies to become weakened from sent of 
sppropriate exercise, we certainly can not keep 
good physical balance, By these we breathe, 
work, walk, talk, and oan not even wink with- 
out their nid. Muscles are made up of facicall, 
or bundles of fiores, each bundle being com. 
poeed of emal! fibres, whls each fibre consists 
of ema!) filaments, or threads, inclosed in a deli- 
cate sheath. Toese are supplied with artery, 
vein, and nerve. But a better idea of the flue, 
frm filaments which make up cur musenlar eye 
tem con he got by examinia, b viled beef or the 
leg of a fowl, than from any description that 
ean be given. Perhaps our reverence for thie 
part of our orgap'zation would be eo increased 
that we should take better care to cultivate i', 
if we comprehended ita deliosey and its power, 
its simplicity and complexity, eo wonderfully 
combined. Not only the wisdom of the Great 
F.ther, but His tcnderners toward us is shown 
in this, as well as in every other part of our 
frame. 

Asnerx we are inclined to value mosoular 
power too little, and are more ready to cu'tivate 
any other q vality than this. Feebleness should 
be regarded as a “ feminine failing” rather then 
a “fashionable accomplishment.” Not that I 
would prove that a wife should bea match for 
her busband in physical power. It is an old 
proverb, that “ Comparieone are odionr ;” #0 to 
me are all measurements of moral, menial, or 
muecular etrength between men and women, We 
may as wil! taik of the quality of hooks and 
eyes as the (quality of the eexea E.ch have 
their peculiar giite and their need of help from 
the other. 

Now, the trouble eppears to be that onr girls 
bave been eo busy growing good, agreeable and 
intelligent, that they have neglected the physi 
cal, the tree foundation to make these greces a 
bappiners to themselves and a help to others. 

A woman eshuuld not be a choloe casket of 
charming accomplish ments, too ‘rail to even show 
them off to advantege, and thus give more 
apziety than emusement— more care than com- 
fort to those allied to her.

In many seotions of 
our country the rich fields with their ample bar- 
veete make the family enpport so secure that 
even farmere’ daughters are excused from all 
energetic work. Ae for the fairy flogers in vil- 
lages and large towns, they have less stimulas 
to wholesome industry and more temptation to 
folly, no that the good sense of many a good 
mother oan not arrest the tide of vanity in her 
gay and growing girls. Young mises bewil- 
dered with beaux, brilliant silka, bright lights, 
and late heures, seem to feel often as if they 
could do witheut a mother and the mother with- 
out them. 

Where is the young mise who runs the giddy 

rocnde of fashionable life who will sav, with 
evee\ submission to the maternal voloe, “ All 
that thou eayest I will do,’ aw did our ancient 
Reth? Kemember, [ith lived in rude ages, 
@as born and brough: up in « heathen nation, 
but from ber mother-in-law had learned to love 
the God of lerael. Many a daughter do we 
find, born in the beat of families, baptized in the 
beat of ohurcbes, taught in the best of echools, 
living under the light of that blessed Goepel 
which teaches that thore who would be either 
good or great must serve; and yet, when her 
indulgent mother asks her aid in some needfal 
domestic duty, torns away with a frown and a 
flaunt, saying, ‘1 hate housewoik!’ Truly, 
this ought pot so to be.

A Lexicographer in Trouble. 


Boiste, a name familiar to pbilologere and 
grammarians, was a celebrated maker of dio 
t ovaries, at which he worked with an enthusiaem 
almost unrivalled in that department of labor, 
and with a degree of success which brought him 
both reputation and prefi:, The great Napoleon 
gave bim the post of royal grammearian, and the 
hardworking student received this flattering tes 
timony to bie merit just se he was cone!u jing 
hie grand cletionary of the French language.

The order wae in due form, sure enough, and 
it was but vain to appeal egainet it. The poor 
scholir had to turn out and dreea, end in a few 
mioutes wee seated with his captors in a close 
carsiage, driving rapidly towarda the Csstle of 
V ineennes. 
Having arrived at the prieon, the astonished

A Flight Through the Universe.

Let ws now turn our beck upon the eua, which 
for the sake of comparison may be represented 
by a globe two feet in diameter, and let us in 
imagination wing our way across the epscr filled 
by the solar system. A short flight of 37 mil- 
lions of miles brings us to a world which, com- 
pared with the two feet giobe, is no bi than 
a grain of mustard-seed, while it is so bathed 
in the eun’s dazz'ing raye that itis not easily 
dietinguished when viewed from our Eartb. 
This fusey little plenct whirls round the San at 
the tremendous pace of a 100000 miles an 
bour, by which he proves his tit'e to be called 
Mercury, the “swift-fooved” of Mythology. The 
Bun being eo near attracts it with prodigious 
force, and to counteract thie destructive tencenc ¥ 
& correepoucing centri‘ugal impulre was abeo 
lutely needed. From the strength of these two 
antagonistic forces its great velocity naturally 
results. The adjustment ie perfect. At a dis 
tacce of 68 milnons of miles from the sun we 
behold Venus, the brightest and most dazz'ing 
of the heavenly hosts. In comparative siz’, rhe 
may be represented by a pea. She is our nearest 
— among the planets, and the conditions 
under which she existe recalla many of those 
amid which we ourselves live. 

About #5 millions of miles from the tun we 
come upon another “ "a trifle larger than 
the one representing Venus, and ia it we bail 
our old familiar mother Earth. Here we shail 
not now linger, but passing onward some 50 
millions of miles we are attracted by the well- 
known ruddy glow of Mare—sn sppearance 
which may depend either on the retraction of 
light in ite atmosphere, resembling what we our- 
selves often see st eunret, or on the prevailin 
color of ite soil, which may be as highly tinted 
as our “old red sand-stove.” The comparative 
elze ia that of a pin’s bead. Mare is a planet 
thet hes lived down a very bad character. For 
ages every star poet, astrologer, and almanac- 
maker had an ill word to say about bim, and all 
sorts of evil things, including “ manslaughter, 
bur: ing of houses, and warres,” were ascribed 
to his croes nature. But truth has at length 
prevailed, and he is now established as an order- 
ly member of the solar company. His mean 
orbital epeed is 54.000 miles an hour—nearly 
our own pice—but, ag he takes twice as much 
time to run round the Sun as we do, bis year is 
consequently twice as jong. Casting a glance 
behind we are reminded of the distance that now 
separates us from the San by the perceptib'e 
waning of bia light, 

We vext spread our wings fora very long 
flight. In passing through the “ asteroid” zone 
of colar space, about 260 millions of miles from 
the Sun, we may chance to fall in with some 
worlds 60 emal] that a locomotive could travel 
round them in a fewhours. We know pot very 
much about them except that their ways ere 
eccentric and mysterious, They want the smooth 
round cutline of the old planets, Their rugged 
and fragmentary aspect tuggeats that they may 
be the mere ruins of some mighty parent-planet, 
shattered into pieces by the Word of the Archi- 
tect, aud skillfully stowed away in epace, so as 
to harmonize with the nice balancings of the 
volar system. 
At length the shores of huge Jupiter are 
reached at a distance of nearly 500 millions of 
miles from the Sun. To carry on the compari- 
eon, he isa “small orange” to the “pea” of 
our earth, or to the two feet globe that repre- 
sents the Sun, His orbit is a path 2.000 mil- 
lions of miles long, whe) he accomplistes in an 
“annual” period of nearly 12 of our years, The 
Sun's light bas now thrunk considerably, but 
four brilliant moons or satellites, one or more 
of which are always “full,” help to afford some 
compensstion. Tcese moose, distant though 
they be from our Earth, are not without their 
use to map, and there is hardly a well-informed 
mariner that leaves cur shores who capnot oc- 
casionally turn them to account in settling bis 
poeition at eea. The principal is extremely 
simple. The exact mcment when one of these 
moons is eclipsed bebind Jupiter's disk has to 
be noted, by chronometer rated to G:eenwich 
time, and by a reference to the “ N.utical Al- 
manac” it may be compared with the hour at 
which the eame event is timed for Greenwich. 
Toe difference in time will give the longitude, 4 
minutes being allowed ‘or each degree. If the 
eclipse be in advarce of Greenwich time, the 
ship is to the esst of that place; and to the 
weet of it in the contrary case. Thus ihe good 
Lord has combined the lighting up of 1° is far- 
off planct with a bleesing to the inhabit nta of 
our Earth.

The 
Sup, though hardly giving one-ninetieth p:rt of 
the light which we receive, is still equal to 500 
fu'l moons, and ie at least evflicient for vi-i ”, 
and all the necessary purposes of lie. No fewer 
than eight satellites eupplement the waning eu: - 
light, besides a myaterious lumincus “ring” of 
vast proportions. 
_ Twice as far away from the Sun asa Saturn, 
Uranus, represented by acherry, plods hie weary 
way. Altbough he bas a real diameter of 85 000 
miles, he ia rarely to be seen from the Earth by 
the naked eye, Hie annual journey round the 
Sua is 19,000 millions of miles, and Le con- 
eames what we should consider a lifetime—&4 
years—in getting over it, His nights are jight- 
ed up by at least four moons that are known, 
but eeveral others probably exist. The illumins- 
tioa received from the Sun even here is equal to 
several bundred moons, Our little Earth bas 
now faded out of eight. 


Valy a few years ago Urenus was the last 
planetary station of our system, but the dis- 
covery of Neptune in 1546 gave us snother 
reeting-place on the long journey into pace. 
Here, at a dittance of 2862 millions of mils 
from the Sen, we may pause awhile before en- 
teriog upon the more remote exploration of the 
ttaurry universe, We are approachiog the frontier 
sezions of our system, and the Sun's light and 
the power of his attraction are gradually pase. 
isg away. Between the sbores of our eun syetem 
and the shores of the nearest star-ryetem lies a 
vast, mretericus chasm, in the ac) scent recesses 
of which may still lurk some undiscovered 
p'ancta, bat ioto which, ro far as we yet know 
the wandering comets alone plunge deeply.

Allyle. 

How few there are who know any thing about 
“ ” yet, it some sbape or other it forms a 
porden of the daily banquet of all the bumaa 
race, The pungen: taste of watercresses, of 
onion, horseradish, chivegerlic, leek, assafie ide, 
eballot, radish and common mustard, is ex- 
tirely owing to a certain combination of allyle. 

When ovicns are chopped fice, a pungent va- 


onions, on being 
This eubetanoe is a combination of sulphur and 
allyle. It is remarkable that the characteristic 
burning flavor of thie substance should prevail 
in plants eo totally different as watercreeses and 
gerlic, etc., and that man ehould have selected 
them for food to gratify eome peculisr instinct— 
some bodily want. 

From the Frith or Fourth to the banks of the 
nile, the onion, the sesa‘o:ida, and all those 
plants which contain allyle, are esteemed as 
teliches. By Europeans, the assa‘c:ida is eon- 
sidered unpleasant; but in Asia it is collected 
and sold as a condiment. Even among our- 
selves there is some difference of opinion re- 
specting the use of those plants for food which 
contain allyle.

8» Flora Hastings was beppy ia the immediate 
present, and if sbe remembered the future — 
she shat her eyes to it, and would not 4d 
opon it; she was as a sleeper who dreams 6 
ewret celestial dream, one of those soft visions 
that come to visit us so seldom, and who will not 
without a struggle unclose his eyes to the cold 
cruel morning light that comes to turn the fairy 
ety withered ivy leaves once more. Never 

had she known a man like Lord | ewater 
aod now she cared for him more thar the dared 
to believe, more and more every dey. Good 
looks, even in a man, go for something, but it 
wee not Lord Uewster's handsome person that 
would have made prize of the beart of euch « 
girl ao Mise Hastings, thoughtful, bigh-bred, and 
accustomed to a society in which fair faces were 
not uncommen. Onirper of the Life Guards, for 
lostance, wae a perfect Adonis, what our graud 
mothere in the Renelagh deys were wont to calla 
“ beauty man,” bat nobody ever fell in love with 
poor Obirper.

There had been lions 
of another eort, men whose leonine «; 1alities bad 
been proved—gallant soldiers who had won or 
merited the Cross of Valor by almost fabulous 
exploite againet Indian mutineere, Taese lions, 
for the moet part, would not roar at all, but 
were very quiet and simple lions, meckly en- 
duting the lavrel-wreathe with which their 





countrymen insisted on adornirg their brave, 
honest heads. If they talked at al!, it certainly 
was pot of battles and reecuca, but of how very 
hot it was in Lady DD oldrume’ rooms, and of the 
Derby and the Overland Route, and of what a 
bore Indi. was, after all. 

Lord Ulewater was the firat, the very firet 
man that Flora Hastiogs had ever felt herself 
able to love with the admiring, trustful adora- 
tion, the love that looke up, like a growing plant, 
towards the light, which ts moet beautifr! in 
woman. Bhe knew very well that he had not 
done much to win a name for himee!f in Fame’s

Tois is a powerful influence with the roung, and 
has sent many a nun into the l.ving tomb of the 
convent, and made many @ popular preacher's 
cbape! fill to euffocation with pretty litt'e bon- 
neta encasing anxious, solemn litile faces, pretty 
or plain.

become them. 

The declaration that “the intelligent farmer 
finding hie oi! deficient ia soda epplee a drens- 
ing of mwriale of ‘io and these restores the 
eqailidriam,” ie certainly “ plein talk,” bat the 
practice ie Dol 8o approved that any iotelligent

A gentioman claiming to be bigh agricultural 
authority, writing upon the subject of butier 
making, eaye:—* In our climate Indian meal is 
the perfection of winter food. Plenty of good 
hay and a peck of Judian meal yer day, mixed 
with parenips or carrots cut into email pieces, 
if fed to your cow, will give you as fine winter 
butter ae oan be produced.” 

Yes, perhape they will for a week; but the 
bert dairy cow in creation fed on plenty of good 
hay, perenips or turnips, with a peck of corn 
meal per day, would be a miracle of a cow if 
afier ten days, dicted at that rate, she gave 
milk enough to feed a baby. She might fatten 


| rapidly certainly, but the flow of milk would 


fal in the same ratio that the animal increased 
in weight. 
We have many intelligent, practical but 
ter men and women in eastern |’ennsylvania, 
any one of whom would havo been able to in- 
struct their battermaking mentor that (wo 
guarts of Indian meal per day, per cow, with 
plenty of good bay aud “parenips or carrots 
cut in smal! pleces,” is the most that ought to 
be fed where the best supply of milk, and but 
ter making are the intentions. 
So it ia, gentlemen of the press and pen, in 
many other directions. There are infinitely more 
farmers, farmers’ wives and daughters, who 
laugh at tie aseumption of their would-bein- 
structors in field and fireside dutics, than there 
are of pro‘essional city gentlemen and gloved 
ovok book ladic# competent to instruct, It isto 
thia practice of publishing pretty theories, ele 
gant examples of eloeutsde, aud pudltive vluu- 
dere written by non-practics! “learned pundite,”’ 
that draga eo many of our agricultural papers 
through a precsrious ¢xietence, inatead of be- 
coming useful, inetructive, and prying enter- 
prises, It ia a rule that holds good throughout 
the entire couutry, that the best patroniz-d and 
most inetructive sgricultaral publications are 
those which print the most original and well 
eclocted material from the pene of plain, prac- 
tical werking farmers, their wives, sons and 
daughters.

Our advice to “ Four Farmers,” whose letter 
lies before ua, i to make it one of the arbitrary 
rules of farming to always maintain fresh and 
vigorous pasturca by rotation in cropa, thua re 
pnewipg the eres of paeturage every year, and 
each individual field cvery fourth or fifth sea- 
gon. But under circumatarces euch as deecribed, 
where rotation is inconvenient or impracticable, 
then regenerate, re oonstruct—put new li’e, en- 


ergy, and activity, into old pxsturea, worn 
down in vigor, exhausted by long continued 
grazng, by some one or all of the fullowing 


practices 

Firat—there is no eepecial peceesity for re 
Fpecting seasons, exoept it be winter, when the 
sur ace i# ao hard frozen that nothivg can be 
cone. Finding paetuiage failing in your fields 
from exhaustion, take them in hand ae soon as 
you cin at any eeason—ep:v4, midsummer, or 
autumn. Having no regular eod #eariior, a heavy, 
stee! toothed barrow ta a very good eubvatitute. 
(io over the field both waye with that, ccrateh 
ing, scari/ying, and loosening root | gaments of 
the o'd, hide-bound sod, Follow the ecarifying 
directly by sowing orchard grasa or redtop, or 
both mixed is better, at the rate of five pounds 
to the acre. (iive the surface a dressing of wood 
ashes if theee are to be had. Next best, come 
reliable phosphate incorporst d with an equal 
amount of ground plester. Fa'ling to procure 
there, use for a drevsing, well rotted barnyard 
manure composted with muck, marl, or the bist 
materia! at hand, Keep off heavy stock at 
firet. Pasture eheep if you have them. Sheep 
crop close, but that is no injury—and then they 
are excellent distributors of manure. Not hav 
ing #heep, put in calves and colts, ull the young 
grass gets well rooted. Pareue this practice and 
you el find it a sure, epeedy, and cheap method 
of renovatiog old pastures, 


Trainina Tomators, 


With those who produce this eeculent largely 
for market, there is no alternative a'ter giving 
thorongh cultivation, bat to let the vines spraw! 
about, bearing as nature prompts. But those 
who grow tomatoes in garceaa, for fawily con- 
samption only, will fiad it an economicil and 
weil-paying practices t2 pay some attention to 
thelr early traloing. We have found the 
cheapest and beet method of :upportiog the 
vines and obtaining early fruii, is to plant in 
rows cighten incbes epart, and make a trellis 
each tide by driving into the ground stakes say 
three feet bigh, and « few feet spart, nailivg to 
them any light, rough etripe of boards, having 
the lower line about a foot from the ground, 
and putting on three rows of slats abore that 
height. 

As soon as the plants bave ret their first clus. 
tere of fruit cut off the shoot above them with

It is little wonder that under sach cir- 
cumstances we have so many ordinary vege- 
tables, and seedemen receive so many lefthanded 
blessings for selling spurious All the 
— —— © en ees cante- 

opes, melons, kina, near to- 
gether, ran into cach other as natural!y as water 
reeks ite level; and yet we see gardeners who 
profess to be experts, planting them rows-and- 


vegetables readily 
near neighbors to 
natural amalgamation an inferior fruit. 
Corn will mix mischievously a quarter of a mile, 
and yet we have seen twenty instances the pre 
sent season, in which professional market gar- 
deners have planted and are growing ali in one 
patch—rows joining, Early Sagar Cora, Stow- 
ell’e Evergreen, Smith’e Early, Tuscarora, Bar- 
lington, Evergreen Sweet, and White Pop Corn. 
There will likely be several new sorts from these 
miscellaneous corn colonies, and in a few years 
we msy have a thousand or more varieties of In- 
dian corn instead of the bandred and thirty-four 
now in existence.

Pivcarece Marwatape.—To every pound of 
grated pineapple allow a pound of doubler fined 
loaf-eugar. Boil until thick ; then pack in tum- 
blers, and paste over them papers wet with the 
beaten whites of eggs. Keep in a dry cool place 
until wanted 
Strawnerry Meaincues.—Pour over a pound 
of fise powdered loaf sugar the juice of straw 
berries, until it is all colored. Beat the whites 
of four egga stiff, and work a pound and an 
eighth of sugar into them; bake, or rather dry 
them, ia a moderate oven, on paper spread on 
boards, which contain no gum or sap, raised on 
brick. When done, lift them with a k:i'e and 
— them together; they should be as uniform 
size and form as possible. 
Goosxssrny Wine —T.ke forty pounds of 
nice large gooeeberries before they commence 
to tarn ripe, but not before fully grown ; remove 
the blossoms and tails; bruise the fruit without 
cruehing the seeds or ekios; add to the pulp 
four gslions of soft water, stir and mash the 
fruit in tbe water until the whole pulp is cleared 
from the shin ; let it etand for eix hours, strain 
it through @ coarse bag or sieve that will not let 
through the seeds; bring the war and juice to 
boiling heat, and diesolve thirty pounds of white 
suger, and add it to the liquor; pase a gallon of 
water through the mass, strain, ard add it to 
the mixture; measure the wine, and add soft 
water until it measures ten gallons. Let it fer- 
mrnt as currant wine, Leave the bicrel tightly 
bunged after the fermentation has ceased, until 
| it te drawn off to bottle. 
Cvr Caxt—Onse cup of butter, and three of 
| #ugar, worked to cream, a half wine-glaas of 
wine, five eggs beat separately, one teaspoon/ul 
of soda sited with five cups of sifted flour, a 
little nutmeg, and lastly a cop of sour cream ; 
| bake io rourd ting, in a moderately quick oven; 
| fruit may be added if desired; frost while the 
c. ke is warm, and it will keep scme time with- 
out becoming stale. This cake is rich enough 
| for any company.
